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OUTSTANDING STORMS OF THE MONTH

On May 27th, an F5 tornado was spawned by a supercell thunderstorm which developed along the dryline
in central Texas.  Morning upper air soundings indicated thermodynamic conditions were favorable for
the development of severe weather.  The thunderstorm grew rapidly in intensity and size during the early
afternoon.  The Storm Prediction Center posted a tornado watch at 11:54AM CST (12:54PM CDT).  A
tornado warning was issued by the National Weather Service (NWS) Office in New Braunfels, TX at
2:30PM CST (3:30PM CDT).  The F5 tornado touched down at approximately 2:40 PM CST and entered
the Double Creek Estates subdivision near Jarrell, TX at 2:48PM CST.  Six tornadoes swept through
Williamson and Travis Counties causing 29 fatalities and damage estimated over $125 Million.  Even
though the upper level winds were moving from southwest to northeast, the tornadic thunderstorms
developed in a south-southwest direction, due to a back-building formation of new cells along the dryline.
Other reports of severe weather included four inch hail in Cedar Park and Kelly Air Force Base recorded
a 122 mph wind gust.  Other incredible phenomena include: The F5 tornado completely removed the
pavement from the roads it crossed.  Three hundred head of cattle were killed, a few were found as far
away as a quarter mile.

In Lake County, five structures were damaged from ground and spring water resulting from snowmelt near Woods
Bay. Route 35 near Woods Bay was closed since late April, with 60 acres of flooding. The Jocko River flooded two homes and
three trailers, and damaged one bridge. The Swan River  flooded one home while the Little Bitterroot River  flooded and damaged
two bridges. In Ravalli County, six bridges  were damaged from snowmelt flooding on the Bitterroot River, with bridges also
damaged over Sleeping Child and Skalkaho Creeks. One home lost its foundation and several had water in basements along the
Bitterroot  River. In Mineral County, snowmelt flooding caused four-25 foot sections of guard rail from Interstate 90 to hang into
the Clark Fork River. A 60-foot section of frontage road along the interstate was washed away seven miles east of Superior. In
Lincoln County, flooding caused about 15 homes and many roads, culverts and dikes to be flooded along the Yaak River, while
one bridge was damaged on O'Brien Creek. 

A 103,000 gallon water tank at Lake McDonald Lodge collapsed under the weight of accumulated winter snow.  The tank, 20 feet
tall and 31 feet in diameter, would cost $200,000 to replace.

This 75 yard wide tornado produced no
structural damage and was rated F1 in intensity.

The second tornado touched down briefly at 1735CST 2 miles southeast of Sapulpa. This tornado produced no structural damage
and was rated F0 in intensity.

The third tornado touched down at 1738CST 7 miles south southwest of Sapulpa and moved east northeast for 5 miles before
lifting at 1745CST 2 miles south of Kiefer. This 150 yard wids tornado downed trees and power lines along its path and was rated
F1 in intensity.

The fourth tornado tocuhed down at 1746CST 7 miles west southwest of Beggs. The tornado initially touched down just inside
Creek County before entering Okmulgee County. The tornado moved north northeast for 8 miles before lifting at 1806CST 3 miles
southwest of Mounds. This 100 yard wide tornado damaged 8 homes in Okmulgee County and downed trees and power lines and
was rated F0 in intensity in Creek County and F2 in intensity in Okmulgee County.

The fifth tornado touched down briefly at 1747CST 2 miles west of Bearden. This tornado produced no structural damage and was
rated F0 in intensity.

The sixth tornado touched down briefly at 1808CST 4 miles south of Beggs. This tornado produced no structural damage and was
rated F0 in intensity.

The seventh tornado touched down briefly at 1815CST 1 mile southeast of Glenpool. This 40 yard wide tornado destroyed 1 trailer
home and a barn and was rated F0 in intensity.

The eighth tornado touched down at 1819CST 3 miles southeast of Beggs and moved east for 2 miles before lifting at 1822CST on
the west side of Preston. This 100 yard wide tornado damaged houses, threw debris onto roads, destroyed garages and small
buildings, and downed trees and power lines. This tornado was rated F1 in intensity.

The ninth tornado touched down at 1824CST 1 mile east of Preston and moved east for 2 miles before lifting at 1828CST 3 miles
east of Preston. This 100 yard wide tornado produced minor damage to 4 houses and downed trees and was rated F1 in intensity.

The tenth tornado touched down at 1840CST 4 miles east of Preston and moved east for 4 miles before lifting at 1846CST 8 miles
east of preston. This 75 yard wide tornado damaged a church and a house and downed trees and was rated F1 in intensity.

The eleventh tornado touched down briefly at 1925CST 0.5 miles north of Picher. This tornado produced no structural damage and
was rated F0 in intensity.

The twelfth tornado touched down at 1929CST 6 miles west of Indianola and moved east southeast for 5 miles before lifting at
1941CST 2 miles southwest of Indianola. This 440 yard wide tornado destroyed 1 house and 1 mobile home, and 1 person suffered
minor injuries. Large farm equipment was thrown several hundred yards by the tornado, and numerous large trees were also
downed. This tornado was rated F3 in intensity making it the strongest tornado of the day.

The thirteenth tornado touched down at 2032CST 4 miles south of Blocker in Pittsburg County and moved east for 4 miles into
Latimer County before lifting at 2040CST 10 miles northwest of Wilburton about 1/4 mile into Latimer County. This 50 yard wide
tornado destroyed a mobile home and downed trees in Pittsburg County and damaged a house and downed trees in Latimer
County. This tornado was rated F1 in intensity in both Pittsburg and Latimer Counties.

Damaging straightline winds also accompanied the storms. Strong thunderstorm winds damaged brick houses and 1 trailer home 6
miles north of McAlester, and a fence was damaged and trees downed in the same area. Thunderstorm winds destroyed 2 mobile
homes and a barn and downed power lines and numerous large trees 1 mile south of Hanna. A house was damaged by strong
winds in Natura, and a rec substation was damaged by winds near Fairland. Strong thunderstorm winds damaged outbuildings and
downed trees and power lines in Fairland, and an 18 wheeler was blown off Interstate 44 near Afton. Strong winds split a tree and
downed power lines and 2 telephone poles 2 miles north of Grainola, and numerous trees and large tree limbs were blown down
across roads 6 miles east of Grove. Trees were blown down 3 miles northeast of Bixby, 3 miles west of Muskogee, 1 mile west of
Wilburton, in Wilburton, and in Talihina, and large tree limbs were blown down in Hulbert, 5 miles west of Grove, and in Stilwell.
Thunderstorm winds gusted to 85 miles an hour near Wagoner and in Picher, to 65 miles an hour 5 miles southwest of Vinita and
5.5 miles west of Vinita, and to 60 miles an hour 2 miles east of Wagoner and 3 miles northeast of Grove.

Large hail also accompanied the storms. Baseball size hail fell at Sapulpa, and 2 inch diameter hail fell 1 mile southeast of
Glenpool. Golfball size hail fell at Glenpool, 3 miles south of Weleetka, near Boynton, at Picher, 1 mile northeast of Quapaw, and
1 mile north of Quapaw, and ping pong ball size hail fell near Pharoah.

Summary of events of May 7, 1997:

Severe thunderstorms moved through parts of western, central, and north-central Oklahoma during the afternoon and evening of
May 7th.  Reports of large hail, flash flooding, damaging severe winds, and four tornadoes were received.  

The first tornado, and the only tornado that caused damage, moved from west of Wakita to south of Wakita in Grant County.
Because the damage was limited to power poles and trees, the tornado was rated as F0. The second and third tornadoes, both brief
and rated F0, were reported near Deer Creek (also in Grant County) by the county sheriff's office.  The fourth and final tornado
was observed west of Blackwell in Kay County by a county spotter.  Once again, no damage resulted and the tornado was rated F0.

Severe straight-line winds officially measured at up to 81 mph (near Weatherford in Custer County) caused widespread and
extensive damage in portions of western Oklahoma.  Beckham and Custer Counties were particularly hard-hit with major damage
in Erick, Sayre, Elk City, Arapaho, Weatherford, Binger, and Clinton. Other wind damage also occurred in Wakita and near
Medford in Grant County, in Canute and Cordell in Washita County, and in Oklahoma City in Oklahoma County.

The largest hail was reported southwest of Renfrow in Grant County, where hail as large as golf balls fell. 

Flash flooding also occurred as storms moved repeatedly across parts of north-central Oklahoma producing very heavy rain.
Reports of flash flooding were received from Grant County in and around Medford, most of southern Kay County, and Noble
County near Red Rock and Perry.

This description was taken almost entirely, and with minimal editing, from a damage survey conducted Monday May 26th
(Memorial Day), the day after the tornado, by a National Weather Service meteorologist.

This tornado, rated F2, began 5 miles east of Criner, or 7 miles west-southwest of downtown Purcell, in southern McClain County.
The beginning time of this tornado is not entirely certain but is believed to be near or just after 16:00 CST.  This tornado tracked
just south of due east for 6 miles, ending about 4 miles northwest of Wayne or 4 miles south of downtown Purcell at around 16:24
CST. At its widest, the damage path was estimated to be 3/4 mile wide.  Numerous power lines were downed, prompting the
temporary closing of both Highways 24 and 74 for a time during the evening.  At least 18 dwellings, including mobile homes and
permanent dwellings, were destroyed or suffered major damage.   This probably was a multiple-vortex tornado, at least in its latter
stages, based on eyewitness reports.  No one was killed or seriously injured by this tornado, but two minor injuries were reported. 

Damage began along a concentrated path from along Highway 24 around 3 miles south and 1 mile east of Woody Chapel (which is
located at the intersection of Highways 39 and 24 about 3 miles south of Washington).  Details are described below, highlighting
six areas along the damage track.

Along Hwy 24, 5 miles east of Criner, sheet metal was scattered over about a 1/4 to 1/2 mile path, apparently the remnants of a
destroyed outbuilding.  Several large trees were toppled or heavily damaged in this area.  Damage was F1.  Tree damage also was
noted over a larger area 1 mile west of this location (or 3 miles south of Woody Chapel on Highway 24), along with a few pieces
of sheet metal debris.

In one area between the two roads, nearly every tree suffered some kind of significant
damage. Two mobile homes were destroyed along Horse Road. One was blown east and landed across the street near a church.
The other rolled three times and landed 50 to 100 feet northeast of its original location.  Two women, a mother and daughter, were
inside the second mobile home and were lucky to escape with only minor injuries.  Metal outbuildings, satellite dishes, fences, and
at least one pickup truck were destroyed - mostly by impacts from other blown objects.   However, the church, which was brick,
sustained only minor structural damage to the exterior, as the roof was intact and only a few shingles were missing.  (Broken
windows in the church led to more substantial damage on the interior as rain and wind entered the building.)

Summary of events of the afternoon and evening of May 25, 1997:

Severe thunderstorms developed during the afternoon in central Oklahoma and spread into southern Oklahoma during the late
afternoon and evening.  In all, thirteen tornadoes were confirmed, including an F2 tornado that tracked for 6 miles through
McClain County southwest of Purcell.   Some minor injuries were reported with one of the tornadoes, but no fatalities or serious
injuries occurred. Reports of 3-inch hail, severe straight-line winds, and lightning damage were also received.

One particularly strong supercell storm tracked across central Oklahoma, reaching its maximum strength  and producing 3
tornadoes and extensive straight-line wind damage over Grady and McClain Counties.  What follows here is an excerpt from a
damage survey conducted by a National Weather Service meteorologist on May 26th, the day after the storm. 

"A large severe thunderstorm moved through northern and central Grady County into central and southern McClain County during
the late afternoon on Sunday, 25 May 1997.  Several reports were received immediately after the storm indicating significant wind
damage, especially in southern McClain County southwest of Purcell.   There also were numerous confirmed tornado sightings by
storm spotters, chasers, local emergency management officials, and local residents.

Findings indicate that 3 tornadoes occurred in this area.  Most of the damage, and all of the significant structural damage, resulted
from the first two tornadoes. Widespread tree damage in some areas, especially in McClain County, was attributed to straight-line
winds.

The first tornado, rated F1, began 3 miles northeast of Tabler at 15:14 CST and tracked just south of due east for about 2.5 miles
before dissipating 2.5 miles SSW of Middleberg at 15:24 CST. Structural damage was confined to a dairy farm near the beginning
of the track; otherwise, this tornado remained over mostly open country.

The second and more significant tornado, rated F2, began 5 miles east of Criner, or 7 miles WSW of downtown Purcell, in
southern McClain County.  The beginning time of this tornado is less certain but is believed to be near or just after 16:00 CST.
This tornado also tracked just south of due east for 6 miles, ending about 4 miles NW of Wayne or 4 miles S of downtown Purcell
at around 16:24 CST. Numerous power lines were downed, prompting the temporary closing of both Highways 24 and 74 for a
time Sunday evening.  At least 18 dwellings, including mobile homes and permanent dwellings, were destroyed or suffered major
damage.   This probably was a multiple-vortex tornado, at least in its latter stages, based on eyewitness reports. 

A third small tornado, rated F0, formed around 16:32 CST and  lasted about one or two minutes.  It damaged an outbuilding and a
few trees 2 miles NNE of Wayne in Southern McClain County, about 4 miles east of where the second tornado ended. 

No one was killed or seriously injured by any of the tornadoes, but several minor injuries were reported. "

The remaining 10 tornadoes were associated with other severe thunderstorms, mainly across central and southern Oklahoma.  The
strongest of these occurred south of Duncan in Stephens County at 17:36 CST.  Spotter and damage reports rated this as an F1
tornado.  The remaining 9 tornadoes were all rated F0 and resulted in little or no damage.  In chronological order, these tornadoes
occurred on the Caddo Comanche County line between Cyril and Fletcher (16:27CST), south of Maysville in Garvin County
(17:28 CST), east of Joy in Murray County (18:07 CST), south of Stratford in Garvin County (18:13 CST), east of Roff in
Pontotoc County (18:53 CST), northeast of Mill Creek in Johnston County (19:20 CST), west-northwest of Madill in Marshall
County, (19:43 CST), north of Tupelo in Coal County (19:48 CST), and northwest of Newkirk in Kay County (21:10 CST).

A well-defined dry line was positioned just west of northern Texas by late afternoon as a strong upper level disturbance
approached from the southern Rockies.  The air mass over North Texas was very unstable but strongly capped by a warm layer of
air from 5000 to 10000 feet above the surface.  Low level wind shear was also strong as southeasterly surface winds veered to the
southwest/west and increased with height.  Severe thunderstorms developed rapidly along the dry line over south central Oklahoma
during the mid-afternoon.  Development continued southward along the dry line into northwestern North Texas by early evening.
The storms moved east, off the boundary, and affected mainly the north central counties along the Red River.  The cap suppressed
development south of a Jacksboro to Greenville line.

Several eyewitnesses reported that the Jarrell tornado was preceded for a period of 8 to 10 minutes by a series of short-lived very
small tornadoes that formed from the same supercell thunderstorm.  These touched down, then dissipated in order.

The first tornado in Williamson County formed near 2:25 pm CST and built rapidly to F2 strength.  It survived for approximately 8
minutes, often returning briefly to a roped and tilted feature before it died.  This tornado was followed by a second that formed
near 2:35 pm CST.  It built quickly into a multi-vortex tornado that appeared to be near F2 strength as well.  This dissipated after
only 4 minutes.  

The final tornado from this same supercell, , the Jarrell Tornado, developed as a small...rope-shaped tornado, touching down
around 2:40 pm CST inside the Williamson County line northwest of Jarrell.  From film and eyewitness accounts, it expanded
quickly into a very large vortex nearly 1/2 mile in width. Observations recounted by eyewitnesses indicated that the damage path
may not have been made strictly by one tornado.  A number of eyewitnesses reported seeing several small, rope-like funnels before
the character of the tornado changed drastically into the killer tornado.   Ground damage patterns in the Double Creek Subdivision
also suggested this possibility.
 
The tornado crossed CR 308, CR 305, and then CR 307.  Where the tornado crossed each of these county roads, approximately
525 feet of asphalt was ripped off each of the roadways.  This particular destruction was believed to be very close to the centerline
of the tornado circulation. As the tornado crossed the intersection of  CR 305 and 307, a business on the corner was destroyed.
The tornado moved into the Double Creek area at this point with total destruction.  F5 destruction continued from shortly after its
formation until very close to the end of the damage path.

The tornado began a brief turn toward the southeast as it entered the Double Creek subdivision and the surrounding area, moving
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TEXAS, South Central
very slowly.  It reached the subdivision at 3:48 pm.  This time is based on a clock found at a destroyed residence in the extreme
northwest corner of the subdivision and the home believed to be the first struck by the tornado.   Here, it widened to it maximum
width of three-quarters of a mile.  From the air, the ground appearance changed abruptly in the vicinity of CR 308 and continued
until very near the end of the path.  No definitive circulation patterns or suction spots were evident, but there was the noted
obvious change in the appearance of the ground.  In the Double Creek area, approximately 40 structures were totally destroyed.
One of the most striking signs in approaching this area was the distinct lack of debris of any size.  Closer inspection showed lots of
little debris but no sign of large items.  It was estimated that several dozen vehicles had been in the subdivision and removed by the
tornado.  Nearly 300 cattle grazing in a pasture near the subdivision were also killed, with many of them tossed and blown for over
1/4 mile.  At least half a dozen cars were identified from the air lying in the open areas, most of them flattened and encrusted with
mud and grass.  Trees in the subdivision were completely stripped of bark.  Later ground survey revealed that most of the debris
that was left in the area was extremely small indicating the power of the tornadic wind.  All 27 deaths associated with the Jarrell
tornado occurred in the Double Creek area.  Eyewitnesses reported that it appeared to have slowed down as it entered the
subdivision, and that may account for the nearly total destruction that took place.

After passing through the Double Creek area, the tornado shifted its track again slightly, moving toward the south-southwest across
CR 309 and into a heavily wooded area of cedar trees.  The total destruction of the tornado ends abruptly shortly after entering the
wooded area.  However, a small swath of tree damage on the north side of the main damage path suggested the possibility of a
multiple vortex pattern.  No other evidence of multiple vortices was observed.

The sequence of  weather phenomenon reported with this tornado was exactly opposite of that often reported- the tornado first
appeared, followed by nearly calm conditions, then hail, followed by rain and finally brief, gusty winds.  This is attributed to the
fact that the parent supercell was moving toward the southwest for most of its life.  The storm essentially "backed into" the area as
it moved.

The Cedar Park tornado formed around 3:05 pm CST from a different supercell thunderstorm.  It first touched down about 3.5
miles north of Cedar Park at a location 0.6 miles south of CR 178 and 1.4 miles east  of  the intersection of US 183 and CR 178.
The initial damage was to trees, however, the ground survey revealed damage nearby to a church and a trucking company.  The
aerial survey did not reflect this damage as being in line with the damage path.  It is quite possible this damage was caused by
strong wind near the tornado.  The beginning point was in a relatively open area with damage primarily to a few trees and minor
shingle damage to one house.

The tornado moved south-southwestward skirting a residential area before it crossed CR 180 immediately east of US 183.    A
historic train located on the north side of CR 180 just to the east of US 183 was in the direct path of the tornado.  While the engine
remained on the track, a coal tender converted to hold diesel fuel and weighing approximately 65,000 pounds including the 1,000
gallons of diesel fuel was flipped over and thrown a short distance.

Continuing across CR180, it entered a shopping center where it weakened and pushed inward slightly the north wall of a grocery
store.  It also pushed large metal doors inward that were built to open toward the outside.  Damage at this point had been generally
F2 with brief F3 as the tornado knocked the train tender off the track and damaged the wall and doors of the food store.  It tore off
much of a weakly supported roof of a grocery store.  The manager of the store, who had been a victim of the Wichita Falls
Tornado of 1979, saw the approaching tornado, and made an announcement to all in the store to meet him in the middle of the
store.  He then led everyone he could gather into the meat locker.  This very quick and decisive action probably saved several lives.  

The tornado crossed US 183 causing additional damage to a number of businesses.  One business on the west side of US 183 lost
nearly the entire roof.  Most damage to other businesses was believed to be minor.  After crossing US 183 the tornado moved
across Marquis Lane and North Park Circle moving through an area with widely scattered housing and a relative abundance of
trees.  Again, most damage to structures in this area was minor.

From North Park Circle the tornado moved into the northwestern portion of Buttercup Creek, a subdivision of well constructed
homes.  Damage to homes was irregular with one house losing a roof but the house next door losing only shingles.  Two homes in
the area were nearly destroyed an one damaged when a pickup truck was lifted and tossed against its front wall.  Eleven homes
were destroyed, with damage reported to over 100  homes.  The damage level ranged from F0 to F2.  At this point, the tornado
track was taking a gentle right turn as the tornado track became more southwesterly.  The tornado moved into a wooded area
crossing into Travis County before ending 1.1 miles from Lake Travis.  Damage in the wooded area was irregular ranging from
near total destruction of all trees to sections with about 10 percent of the trees down.

The Pedernales Valley tornado began on the shore of Lake Travis destroying trees and a floating marina where nearly all of the
watercraft were destroyed.  While numerous trees were twisted and uprooted in this area, several structures sustained only what
appeared to be minor damage that would be no more than F0.  The tornado was initially moving westward as it moved into rough
terrain.  A number of structures sustained varying damage until the tornado reached Bee Creek Road.  At that location, a
Southwest Bell building housing telephone switching equipment was destroyed.  The building was well constructed and was one of
several buildings which indicated at F4 rating for this tornado.  Bee Creek Road takes a bend close to the telephone building and
across the street a house was destroyed with walls knocked down.

Approximately 2.2 miles from the lake, the tornado path takes a distinct dog leg turn toward the southwest.  The point at which this
dog-leg turn occurred also corresponds with a knoll.  Trees and buildings at the top of the knoll were destroyed.  After the dog-leg
turn, the tornado assumed a heading of 250 degrees and crossed a major power distribution line.  One steel tower was destroyed
bringing all lines to the ground.  The tornado remained on the 250 degree heading moving through the area described as the Hazy
Hills subdivision.  Numerous houses and several mobile homes were totally destroyed.  Several houses survived but sustained
major damage making them totally uninhabitable.

The only death associated with this tornado occurred here when one man was killed.  He lived in a mobile home that was
demolished and his vehicle was tossed several hundred feet.  Other survey team members were unable to learn whether he was in
the mobile home or had left it to drive away.

The tornado continued west-southwest moving across State Road (SR) 71.  A number of well built homes in the Hazy Hills
subdivision were heavily damaged or destroyed.  Crossing SR 71, the tornado moved into another subdivision with widely
separated houses in the Lick Creek valley, a steep walled creek that feeds into the Pedernales River.  One stone-walled house
located just north of Pedernales Drive and west of SR 71 was completely deroofed.  Other structures in this subdivision sustained
roof damage in the F2 range.  After following the terrain into the creek it climbed another rise in the land before ending shortly
after passing the crest of the small hill.  As the tornado ended, damage was minimal to trees.

Severe thunderstorms moved repeatedly over western parts of north Texas during the late afternoon and through the evening of the
8th.

The storm continued across Glebe Road,
knocking down several large poplar tree limbs.  At a residence on Fillmore St., a home sustained minor damage from a portion of a
large pine tree which fell against its side wall and roof.
